«We should place more confidence in the report of a sensible man, a 
frequenter of the best musical performances, though practically no musi- 
cian, than in that of many professors, who are too often prejudiced, and 
very commonly judge a composer rather by the mechanical difficulties 
he has overcome, than by the effects he produces.”
